Passenger killed in 
jet hijack attempt

Haitian, dem anding to be flown to 
North Vietnam , shot and killed a 
passenger who tried to jum p him 
when he hijacked a jetliner in 
Chicago. 
He was wounded in a 
shootout in the air with a U.S. 
m arshal 
and 
a 
crew m an 
and 
arrested today on landing in New 
York. 
The alleged hijacker, identified as 
G regory White, 23, forced his way 
on the T rans World Airlines 727 jet 
at O 'H are International Airport in 
Chicago as passengers boarded for 
the last leg of the Albuquerque, 
N M.-to-New York flight late Friday 
night. 
Stew ardess C atharine Culver, 24, 
of Fond-du-Lac, Wis., tried to stop 
him because he did not have a 
boarding pass but before she could 
call for help White grabbed her and 
dragged her from the front of the 
plane to the middle of the cabin, she 
said. “ He has a gun,” she scream ed. 
Most of the passengers, still near 
the forw ard entrance, ran from the 
plane but one man, Howard Franks, 
65, of D arien, Conn., rushed to the 
stew ardess’ aid. Franks, a m anage­ 
m ent consultant, scuffled with the 
gunman and was killed with one shot 
in the head and one in the back. 
Holding Miss Culver hostage, the 
slim, goateed gunman told Flight 
Capt. 
R obert 
E. 
Elder, 
42, 
of 
Stam ford, Conn , he wanted to go to 
North Vietnam He also dem anded 
$75,000 ransom and a m achine gun 
and am m unition. 
As the crew persuaded White to 
release 
the 
th ree 
p assengers 
trapped at the rear of the plane, U.S. 
Deputy M arshal Joseph Zito, who 
was assigned to O ’Hare to check 
passengers 
for 
guns, 
craw led 
through the cockpit window dressed 
in a TWA flight suit. 
Zito said later the hijacker's gun, 
described as a .38 caliber revolver, 
w asn't his only worry “ This was my 
first flight and I was very scared, 
he said. 
E lder 
said 
later 
at 
a 
news 
conference that to buy tim e he told 
the hijacker they would have to fly 
to New York to pick up another 
plane because the 727 could not 
m ake the trip to Vietnam. The 
airline prepared a 707 at Kennedy 
International Airport in case it was 
needed. 
Miss Culver, who sat with the 
hijacker at the start of the flight, 


said he told her he left Haiti several 
years ago and lived in Chicago but 
he believed he was “ just destined to 
go to North V ietnam .” 
The stew ardess described him as 
“ a very nervous type of person ’ but 
said she was im pressed that “ he 
really seem ed concerned for his 
fam ily.” Police in Chicago said he 
had no crim inal record. 
About 30 m inutes into the two- 
hour flight, the hijacker told Miss 
Culver he wanted to “ check out the 
back of the plane.” 
Zito. who had been watching the 
gunman through a one-way m irror 
in the door of the flight cabin, went 
into action. 
“ I took two shots at him in the 
rear of the plane,” Zito said. “ He 
fell behind a sea t.” 
Unable to see the hijacker, Zito 
handed his gun to F irst Officer 
Ronald J. Dupuis, 31. of Sparta, 
N J., who shot twice m ore. 
When the plane touched down at 
Kennedy at 2:30 a.m ., the hijacker, 
bleeding from a wound, shouted. 
“ I’m hit. 
I ’ve had enough.

coming down. ”

Professor Dan Boorstin 
has remarked that one of 
bur difficulties arises from 
the basic fact that we live in 
a "flow technology , and all 
that you need to do in order 
to hurt somebody is : stop. 
Stop your car on a crowded 
speedway, and you may 
cause fifty cars to pile up 
behind 
you. 
The 
combination

flow 
technology, 
and 
the 
skyjackers leverage, can 
cause wars — and change 
the tone of social occasions.

to the Board of Supervisors. 
The Cachuma Advisory 
Committee instead plans to 
go directly to the Board of 
Supervisors Monday to ask 
the supervisors to reverse 
their action in favor of 
kayak use. 


Morgan said the advisory 
committee voted 7-4 against 
the kayaks on the grounds 
that it was felt Cachuma, 
being a terminal reservoir, 
should not open the doors to 
further recreational uses. It 
was thought that if kayaks 
are allowed on the lake, 
canoeists would want to use 
the lake, and water-skiers 
would seek to use it also.

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God and man

Most 
people 
think 
of 
theologians as people who 
spend their lives trying to 
comprehend the nature of 
God. 


But that definition is too 
lim ited. 
Dr. 
Reinhold 
N i e b u h r , 
the 
g r e a t 
Am er ic an 
P r o t e s t a n t 
theologian who died last 
week at age 78. devoted 
most 
of 
his 
long 
and 
b r i l l i a n t 
c a r e e r 
to 
examining the nature of 
man 


His conclusions are not 
flattering. They are devoid 
of the sentimental optimism 
which once led liberals to 
believe men could 
build 
Utopia on earth by their own 
efforts. 


But Niebuhr s view of the 
h u m a n 
c o nd it io n 
is 
profoundly biblical. And it 
has been vindicated, to a far 
greater 
degree 
than 
he 
would have wished, by the 
history of the past 30 years. 


Niebuhr's theology, which 
he 
called 
“ Christian 
realism,” takes seriously 
the 
long 
unfashionable 
doctrine of original 
sin. 
Niebuhr was no biblical 
literalist. 
and 
in 
his 
voluminous 
writings 
the 
term original sin does NOT 
mean that Adam and Eve 
landed us all in a mess by 
eating that apple in the 
Garden of Eden It means 
that human nature, in all 
persons of 
all 
ages, 
is 
flawed 
by 
egotism, 
the 
tendency to put self-regard 
a b o v e 
all 
o t h e r 
considerations. 
This universal disposition 
toward 
selfishness would 
lead to enough mischief if 
men 
were 
honest 
about 
acknowledging it. But in 
actuality. 
Niebuhr 
said, 
most men —and especially 
t h o s e 
who 
c o n s i d e r 
themselves 
pious 
—are 
adept at self-delusion They 
pretend not only to the 
w o r l d 
but 
e v e n 
to 
themselves that they are 
m ore 
generous, 
more 
tolerant, 
more forgiving, 
more thoughtful of others 
than they really are This is 
what Jesus meant by pride, 
which he singled out as the 
deadliest of human sins. 
Convinced 
that 
human 
m o t i v e s 
a l w a y s 
a r e 
ambiguous, even when they 
seem most noble, Niebuhr 
distrusted man’s ability to 
do right by others solely 
because of the tender but 
often 
transitory 
emotion 
which is popularly known as 
"love.” 
To love others in the 


sternly practical way Jesus 
had in mind. Niebuhr said, 
means first of all to treat 
them justlv 
And justice 
cannot be left to the random 
impulses of good will that 
may 
animate 
individual 
consciences It must be built 
into the social structures, 
the political institutions and 
the economic systems of 
civilization 
“ A 
sim ple 
Christian 
moral ism counsels men to 
be unselfish, 
he said 
A 
profounder Christian faith 
must encourage 
men to 
create systems of justice 
which will save society and 
themselves from their own 
selfishness 
In 
his 
later 
years, 
p a r t i c u l a r l y 
s i n c e 
America s involvement in 
the Vietnam war which he 
abhorred, Niebuhr warned 
repeatedly that pride and 
self-regard are sins that 
afflict nations as well as 
individuals. 
"Perhaps 
our 
gravest 
fault as a nation is our 
exalted sense of American 
virtue,” he said. “We see 
the 
United 
States 
as 
something unique in the 
world, 
a 
nation 
whose 
concerns soar above petty 
national ambitions, whose 
generosity and goodwill are 
unequalled 
God, we as­ 
sume, is invariably on our 
side.” 
The degree to which those

will

or 
outrage some Americans is 
a measure of how accurate 
they are.

Campus Speakers: 


Listen and Learn

Walk on a local college campus and go straight to the 
nearest bulletin board. In three or four minutes you will 
have the pulse of the university scene. Sure, it varies from 
school to school, but the general tone and style is quite 
similar. The personal columns are the most interesting: 
a record player for sale; a motorcycle at half-price 
(“never raced”); an extra ticket for the Canned Heat 
concert next Saturday; someone wants a ride to Estes 
Park to reach a summer job. So it goes. 
The announcements also include the name and topic of 
the next speaker, debater or lecturer on campus. Larger 
schools offer a substantial choice of speakers and programs 
during the year. Someone once said you get a first-rate 
education at Oxford or Cambridge by just attending the 
speaker’s bureau program and never worrying over regu­ 
lar courses. This spring, Karen Waggoner at Yale 
gathered up a notebook full of quotes from the constant 
procession of speakers that touched down at New Haven. 
A wide and wild variety, telling us what the college crowd 
is hearing lately: 


Gloria Steinem, journalist and women’s liberationist: 


“ There’s nothing attractive about the male role if it 
means going off to war, beating each other up in bars or 
shooting small animals. Until we get rid of the idea that 
masculinity depends upon violence and the subjugation 
of other people, and until we get rid of the parallel idea 
that femininity depends upon submission and perform­ 
ing cheap labor, we will never have a chance for a peace­ 
ful and more humanist society.” 


Gus Hall, Communist Party of the U.S.A.: 
“Some serious mistakes were made by sections of the 
left. They moved into dead-end alleys and are now with­ 
drawing from these places. For instance, the Weather­ 
men are drawing the lesson that the seat of capitalism 
is not in the toilets of big buildings; to bomb them isn't 
really to bomb the seat of power.” 


Seymour M. Hersh, My Lai massacre reporter: 
“The buck doesn’t stop with lieutenants or sergeants; 
the case is simply going to have to go to Westmoreland, 
eventually and ultimately. Anybody who doesn’t think 
that the Army is capable of doing much worse and has 
done much worse and has covered up just as well . . . is 
deluding himself.” 


Charles Garry, Black Panther attorney, New Haven trial: 
“As long as you have one person out of seven going to 
bed hungry every single night, you’re not going to be 
able to solve the problem of justice in the courtrooms. 
Lawyers are not able to solve social problems. All a law­ 
yer can do is keep the revolutionary out on the streets.” 


Yitzhak Rabin, Israeli ambassador to the United States: 
“In the last three years, since I have become a diplo­ 
mat, and I came to this country, I learned one thing— 
that the vaguest word in English is ‘peace.’” 


The campus is open and free, despite all the cries of 
repression and police-state. But some situations are tense, 
angry and nervous. Kent State is such a scene. And it is 
interesting that of all the speakers available in the West­ 
ern world, just one has been asked by the Kent State Stu­ 
dent Council—and the Kent Ministerial Association, to 
speak there in the fall. Billy Graham. What is needed now, 
is not clenched fists, seething rhetoric or revolutionary 
skits. What must happen is reconciliation and he may be 
the one person to build such a bridge between town and 
gown.

Dear I)r, Lamb—My doc­ 
tor told me I have no thy­ 
roid action any more. I have 
myxedema and c o r o n a r y 
heart disease. I am 61. Is 
there any cure at all for 
this? I also have arthritis. 
I can hardlv use my hands 
What I want to know is will 
this kill me or is there a 
cure for this thyroid? 


Dear Reader—If I were to 
choose a gland to do with­ 
out it would be the thyroid. 
You 
can 
take 
whatever 
amount of thyroid medicine 
you need to replace the nor­ 
mal action of the thyroid 
gland. 


I presume you have been 
taking medicine for your thy­ 
roid for several years. Myxe­ 
dem a is merely a term for a 
m arked loss of thyroid func­ 
tion. If you had no thyroid 
function at all and were not 
getting medicine to replace 
the action of the thyroid you 
wouldn’t be able to write 
such an intelligent letter. 


Your doctor may be hav­ 
ing trouble regulating the 
amount of thyroid medicine 
he wants to give you because 
of your heart disease. One of 
the treatm ents for severe 
coronary artery disease once 
was to destroy the thyroid 
by radiation, decreasing the 
metabolism and decreasing 
the amount of work the heart 
had to do. As you take more 
thyroid the work of the heart 
will be increased and may 
cause 
trouble 
with 
your 
heart disease. Nevertheless, 
with 
careful 
gradual 
in­ 
crease in thyroid medicine 
most problems can be con­ 
trolled. 
Dear Dr. Lamb—Friends 
and relatives alike have told 
me not to let my children 
have chewing gum because 
they swallow it and it won’t 
digest, won’t elim inate and 
might lodge in the appendix. 
Is this true? My children. 4 
and 2. have one or two pieces 
alm ost daily. What effects 
will this have on them (be­ 
sides possible cavities) and 
is it just chewing gum or 
bubble gum or both? 


Dear Reader—If chewing 
gum is the only thing your 
children swallow that isn’t 
food you will be a lucky 
mother. Chewing gum will 
be mixed into the food and 
passed right along the di­ 
gestive tract, finally being 
eliminated. I wouldn’t worry 
about it causing appendicitis. 
You should worry about 
letting a child who is too 
young chew gum. however, 
th e real danger is aspirating 
the chewing gum into the 
windpipe. T h i s is unlikely 
but it is far more dangerous 
than swallowing gum.

The collecting of unusual 
l i q u o r s , 
g l a s s 
a nd 
dinnerware is a favorite 
hobby mirrored in the lives 
of Ted and Earlene Dyer. 
Dyer, who is employed in 
the business office at the 
Federal

Institution, lives at 205-B 
North Road. 
And 
this 
is 
only 
the 
beginning. Emerging from 
the 
periphery 
are 
such 
sights as old crank-style 
wall 
telephones,

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Dig the Ways to Spare Back 
Chess 
By MR. FIX 


There’s the kind of digging 
you do in the garden and 
the flower bed and that’s not 
digging, that’s turning the 
ground over. Then there’s 
real digging, honest-to-gosh 
digging—like with ditches or 
checking or installing drain 
tile or leveling a bank of dirt. 
For t u r n i n g over the 
ground you can get by with 
short-handled spades 
a n d 
spading forks. For digging 
you need 
something 
with 
reach, a tool that can carry. 
So if you have some real 
digging in mind, get yourself 
a good round-point shovel 
with 
about 
four 
feet 
of 
handle on it. This will double 
as<*a spade and the extra 
length will save stooping. 
It’s the stooping that makes 
digging a hard job. 
Pick a good tool. It will 
outlast several cheap ones, 
so it is false economy not to 
get quality. Make certain 
that the blade is turned or 
rolled at the top. This makes 
it easier to bear down with 
your foot when you dig. 
Though not necessary, a 
square-point 
s h o v e l 
can 
make your work go faster. 
This is a scoop shovel and 
you cannot dig with it but 
you can pick up twice as 
much loose dirt with it as 
you can with your digging 
tool. Get one with a long 
handle. 
Trying to do it all with a 
shovel is almost impossible. 
Get a good pick, one with a 
sharp point at one end. a 
chisel point at the other. Use 
this to break up hard, com­ 
pacted earth. Use it, too, to 
loosen large rocks. The pick 
makes it easier to use a 
shovel. 
A mattock is a good com-

promise tool. One side is a 
hoe blade, the other pointed. 
(Some mattocks have two 
hoe blades; get the other 
kind.) You can use it as a 
pick 
but 
when 
you 
dig 
around a tree you will like 
the way the wide blade slices 
through roots. 
Remember the limits of 
your tools. Don’t try to dis­ 
lodge heavy rocks with a 
shovel. 
Getting the blade 
under and bearing down on 
the handle will just break the 
handle. 
Use a pick to loosen the 
stone. If you have to apply 
leverage, 
get 
yourself 
a 
large crowbar. The crowbar 
also is handy for breaking 
up the ground in tight places. 
You may not be able to 
swing a pick in such places 
but you can pound straight 
up and down with the crow­ 
bar. 


Use your tools logically 
and systematically. Remove 
turf and topsoil with the 
shovel first, digging out an 
area the length and width of 
the ditch. Use the pick to 
break up the harder subsoil. 
When you have to refill the 
ditch it will be easier if you 
kept things separated. Throw 
the topsoil to one side of the 
ditch, subsoil to the other. 


Toss the soil well away 
from the ditch unless it is 
very shallow. Pile it on the 
edge and it will fall back in. 


If you are digging in a 
lawn, protect the grass by 
piling the dirt on a tarpaulin, 
boards or large sheets of 
cardboard. 


Your job will be easier 
with sharp tools. File metal 
edges.

American Indians are an 
sxtremely proud people. And 
while they would be the first 
to recognize the need for a 
supplement to tribal funds, 
they are not about to sacri­ 
fice 16 to 18 centuries of cul­ 
ture and tradition for a fast- 
buck expedient. 


For that reason the tribes 
of each participating nation 
through the Tribal Council 
and its chairman cooperated 
fully with those responsible 
for the Indian Tribal Series 
coin-medal program. It can­ 
not fail. 
The reverse of the Hopi 
coin-medal depicts a colorful 
image of the 
“Corn Ka- 
china’’ (Avachoya) in the 
foreground and the age-old 
pueblo of Walpi in the back­ 
ground with the inscription 
“Sovereign 
Nation 
of the 
Hopi’’ 
arciformed 
in 
the 
base. 
The reverse pictures the 
morning “ Kachina’’ (Tela- 
vai) and the word “ Siva,’’ 
Hopi translation for “ piece 
of silver.” 


Kachinas, for those who 
may be interested, are not 
gods but divine beings who 
act as interm ediaries be­ 
tween God and man. They 
are present among the peo­ 
ple, indivisible, loving, bene­ 
ficent during half the year. 


In that half of the year they 
may be made visible accord­ 
ing 
to 
instructions 
t h e y 
themselves gave mankind in 
ancient tim es if men who 
have been properly trained 
put on the m asks that repre­ 
sent them and dance with the 


required, 
exact 
and 
very 
solemn ritual. 


It is not that the masked 
dancers 
are 
Kachinas 
or 
even intended to be. It is 
only 
believed 
that 
under 
proper circumstances th e 
Kachina represented is with 
that person portraying a par­ 
ticular Kachina. 


Kachina dolls are popular 
collectors’ items. 
In their 
book, “The Hopi People” by 
Doctors, Dobyns and Euler, 
that accompanies each coin- 
medal, the mysteries of the 
Hopi life, religion, kachinas 
and beliefs are brought to 
light with many full-color 
photographs. Each book c a r­ 
ries the same serial num ­ 
ber as the coin-medal which 
makes for a rather personal 
treasure not soon to be re­ 
peated in any form.

of favor. 
The Sicilian Defense to 
White’s P-K4 is illustrative. 
Periodically 
grandmaster 
play will seem to refute the 
opening and then it bounces 
back into chess fashion. 
A report by Chess Life 
and Review, May 1971, issue 
notes 
that 
during 
the 
Interzonal 
at 
Palma 
de 
Majorca, in the 44 games in 
which Black played P-QB4 
in 
answer 
to 
White’s 
opening P-K4, Black won 18 
tim es, drew 18 and lost only 
8. 
Ludek Pachman says 
that 
the 
success of 
the 
Sicilian on that occasion 
was in marked contrast to 
the disaster suffered by the 
opening during the “ USSR 
vs. the World, in 1970.” 
The main thing for the 
beginner to remember is 
that correct and successful 
play in the opening depends 
on correct response to the 
particular 
move 
of 
the 
opponent. 
Memorizing the 
moves considered best will 
be 
of 
no 
avail 
if 
the 
o p p o n e n t 
d o e s n ’t 
“cooperate.” 


In the case of the Sicilian, 
Black usually tries to take 
advantage of the open file at 
QB. Of course if White has 
not cooperated by (3) P-Q4 
so Black can capture with 
his 
pawn 
on 
QB4 
then 
there’ll 
be 
no open 
file 
immediately to exploit. 
The most common first 
moves for the Sicilian are:

They called him prophet 
and celestial. He predicted 
many 
things 
from 
the 
weather to his own death. 
The man was Gin Chow and 
he was a familiar figure 
around Lompoc from 1911 to 
19:i3. 
His system of prophesy 
was based on the writings of 
Gee Tu, an ancient Chinese 
sage who lived 3000 years 
ago. Gin never revealed the 
“ secret key," but said it 
was passed down from his 
ancestors. 
He 
did 
say, 
however, that the weather 
came in cycles which were 
repeated every nine years. 
Whether the farmers of this 
region wanted to believe 
him or not they surely 
listened. He was often right 
when the weather men were 
wrong. 
During his lifetime he 
published two books: “Gin 
Chow’s 
F irst 
Annual 
Almanac ” and a “Second 
Annual Almanac.’’Bothwere 
in print in 1932. These books 
give a month by month run 
down on the weather. They 
a l s o 
c o n t a i n 
m a n y 
interesting stories on his 
life and the life of the 
Chinese. 
In 1933 he predicted that 
President-elect 
Roosevelt 
would not live long. The 
next day an attempt was 
made on Roosevelt’s life. 
Gin heard the news and 
said, “ President Roosevelt 
not sit in White House. He 
die 
beforehand. 
Maybe 
somebody kill him.” And 
within the week another 
assassination attempt was 
made. Gin Chow’s reason 
for 
predicting 
this 
was 
based 
on 
the 
time 
of 
Roosevelt’s birth, “ a very 
bad tim e” he said. 
Some of his predictions 
didn’t turn out. Roosevelt 
did get to the White House. 
And some of the rain he 
foretold 
didn’t 
wet 
the 
ground. He was hailed when 
he was right and railed 
against when he was wrong. 
Another of his prophecies 
was 
the 
Santa 
Barbara 
earthquake of 1925.He said, 
in 1920, that the world would 
be in trouble and have many 
earthquakes 
in 
1923 and 
1925. For the Santa Barbara 
quake he even gave a date, 
June 29. That was exactly 
the day it happened. 
In his first almanac he 
told of the great power of 
Japan. He said 
would 
have strong armies and 
threaten the whole world. 
“One big gun bullet wreck 


Japan,” 
he 
said. 
This 
prohesy 
came 
true 
at 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki. 
Gin Chow was severely 
injured by a bull on Chris 
Madsen’s 
ranch 
in 
1932. 
When he was in the hospital 
recuperating, he said, “ 1933 
very bad year for Gin Chow. 
Maybe have to get hole in 
earth. After August 7 next 
year. I know it happened to 
Gin Chow.” On June 17, 1933 
Gin 
was 
struck 
by 
an 
aut omob i l e 
in 
Santa 
Barbara. The aged celestial 
died two days later at the 
age of 76, only two months 
before his self-allotted time 
was up. 
Gin 
Chow 
prophesied 
many things in his lifetime. 
The rain didn’t always 
come, the sun didn’t always 
shine. His most amazing 
prediction, the year of his 
own death, undeniably came 
true. 
He 
is 
buried 
in 
Evergreen 
Cemetery 
in 
Lompoc.

A walk in Mexico City 


The best way to enjoy the 
distinctive 
quality 
of 
a 
foreign city, to savor the 
novelty and excitement of 
what it has to offer, is to 
begin by wandering around 
on foot. 
M e x i c o 
Ci t y 
is 
particularly rewarding for 
the walker. The wise visitor 
will devote at least the first 
day and maybe the second 
to just strolling around, 
l o o k i n g , 
l i s t e n i n g , 
participating, absorbing the 
c o l o r 
and 
v a r i e t y , 
discovering 
the 
many 
fascinating aspects of a 
great 
city 
that 
vehicle- 
bound 
tourists inevitably 
miss. 
The preferred route for an 
introductory walk around 
Mexico City is the main 
street that bisects the city. 
This 
street 
changes 
its 
name three times but there 
is no danger of anyone’s 
being confused by that. The 
flow 
is 
continuous 
and 
obvious. In one of its three 
segments, the street is the 
eleg an t 
P aseo 
de 
la 
Reforma, rated among the 
w o r l d ’s 
g r e a t 
thoroughfares, built by the 
Emperor Maximilian and 
modeled after the Champs 
Elysee 
of 
Paris. 
Shade 
trees, shrubs and flowers 
make the walking pleasant 
and soften the impact of the 
heavy traffic. At its eastern 
end, the Reforma runs into 
a great circle in the center 
of which is the famous 
statue of Carlos IV on 
horseback, 
universally 
known as El Caballito or 
“ little horse.” Here, the 
Reforma veers slightly to 
the 
right 
and 
becomes 
Avenida Juarez, a bustling 
street 
lined 
by 
hotels, 
restaurants and shops, and 
along a good part of it facing 
one of the prettiest parks in 
the city. (Note: There is a 
short Reforma extension off 


to the left at the circle, but 
for 
the 
Mexicans 
the 
R eform a 
proper 
ends 
there.) 
The 
Avenida 
Juarez 
segment runs for a little 
less than a mile to the 
Latino-American Tower, a 
43-story skyscraper, tallest 
in Latin America, with an 
observation tower on top 
and a glassed-in restaurant 
on the 41st floor, both of 
which offer a magnificent 
view 
of 
the 
city 
and 
surrounding areas ail the 
way to the twin mountain 
peaks of Popacateptl and 
Ixtaccihuatl. 
At the Tower, the name of 
the street changes again, 
from Avenida Juarez to 
Avenida Madero, a mainly 
commercial street famed 
for its silver shops. From 
where 
Juarez 
becomes 
Madero it is approximately 
one mile to the Zocalo, 
Mexico City’s main plaza, 
an immense open space 
fronted on one side by the 
,National Palace, the seat of 
government and on another 
side by the massive and 
imposing cathedral which is 
the oldest church in the 
Western Hemisphere. 
For a first day-in-Mexico 
walk 
that, will 
not 
tax 
anyone’s endurance and will 
provide an abundance of 
interest en route, the Zocalo 
should be the terminal at 
one end and the Reforma 
where 
it 
is crossed 
by 
Insurgentes, 
the 
main 
north-south street of the 
city, should be the other. At 
this point, it is less than half 
a mile to Avenida Juarez so 
the entire walk would be 
under 2Vz miles, an easy 
morning or afternoon with a 
break for lunch at one of the 
many excellent restaurants 
along the way. 
The return trip may be 
made by pesero cab, one of 
the cruising taxis that stop 


for 
passengers 
wherever 
hailed 
and 
takes 
them 
wherever they want to go 
for one peso (eight cents). 
In these 2Vz miles are 
many of the capital city’s 
most splendid hotels and
